arisen all the contention, strifes, and perse- 
cutions that have taken place in the Christian 
world, to the great detriment of the kingdom 
of Christ, and the very support of the infidel 
cause, as hereafter may be seen. 

The two horns denote the two Protestant 
churches that rose up into an established form 
soon after the reformation—the Lutheran and 
Calvinistic: the two kingdoms, England and 
the German states that embraced the Protest- 
ant religion; or the power and strength pos- 
sessed va Protestants. ‘They are said to 
be like alamb, ofa harmless, inoffensive appear- 
ance. So the Protestant churches and Ling- 
domsseemed harmless and inoffensive in com- 
— of the church of Rome, and the king- 

ioms attached to its communion. They es- 
tablished no inquisitions, and professed to 
believe it wrong to destroy and kill others, on 
account of a difference of opinion in certain 
— ofreligion. His speaking as a dragon, 
wever, certainly means to speak wrong ; and 
this neither Luther nor Calvin can be exempt 
from; nor indeed, very few’ who belong to 
any religious party whatever. One is almost 
necessarily led to speak too favourably in be- 
half of the society to which he belongs, and 
represent all others, who differ from him, in a 


very improper point of light. 

Tis fecniaed of Late, that he paid, no 
regard tothe kingship of Hen . who 
wrote a treatise in favour of the Cath- 
olics, but answered him with great sharpness, 


treating both his person and<performance 
in the most contemptuous mamer. This is 
certainly very unbecoming in the followers of 
the meek and lowly Jesus, and isas opposite 
to the spirit of the gospel, and example of 
Christ, as darkness is to light. Nearly all 
the first reformers, so called, were severe and 
bitter towards the Catholic Christians, in a 
manner that cannot be justified, or reconciled 
to the spirit of Christ ; and after them every 
society that has sprung up out of the reform- 
ation, hath more or less aspersed and perse- 
cuted all others, who, in religious opinions, 
differed from them: nay, the two Protestant 
churches after they became established and 
got power in their own hands, acted much in 
the same manner as the church of Rome did 
before them; persecuting, banishing, im- 
prisoning and even putting to death those who 
refused to receive their tenets, or conform to 
thesystem of religion they had d. As 
early after the reformation as 1574, the Lu- 
therans in a convention at Torgaw, establish- 
ed the real presence in the eucharist, and in- 
stigated the Elector of Saxony to seize, im- 
prison, and banish all the secret Calvinists 
who differed from them in sentiment, and to 
reduce their followers by every act of- vio- 
lence, to renounce their sentiments and con- 
fess the ubiquity. Peucer, for his opinions, 
suffered ten years of imprisonment in the se- 
verest manner:, and in 1577, a form of con- 
cord was produced, in which the real mandu- 
cation of Christ’s body and blood in the eu- 
charist was established, and heresy and ex- 
communication laid on all who refused this, 
as an article of faith, with pains and penalties 
to be enforced by the secular »rm. Crellius, 
in 1601, Was put to aeath. Nor were the

Jeremiah, I am often 
ready to say, “Wo is me, my mother, that 
thou hast borne me aman of strife, and a 


man of contention unto the whole earth ;” or 
rather hast broughtme into existence, to be 
seperate and alone ; and to have it required 
of me, to testify many things so contrary to 
my inclination, and for which I expect to be 
hated of all men.

‘There 
were no dignified titles, or elevated stations 
ap dary children of God: no separate par- 
ties : but all were of une heart one mind ;

was revealed or communicated to one’s mind 
by the Spirit of grace, he could rise up and 
testify it to his brethren, without going through 
a college education, or being —s or- 
dained, and felt free to do it as often as the 
spirit. of God commanded him, without bein 
aid for it five, ten, or twenty-five hundred dol-

Yet cer- 
tainly not so delicate as to require assistance 
in walking. But it was part of the ceremony, 
that he should not move a’ step without bein 
assisted. by at least half a dozen, who al 
kneeled every time they approached him. In- 
deed throughout the whole ceremony there 
was so much bowing and kneeling to his Holi 
ness, that he, more than the Supreme Being, 
seemed to be the principal object of adoration. 
After he was fairly placed wpon his exalted 
seat, and his robes duly adjusted, the cere- 
mony of salutation began, first by the Cardi- 
nals in order, then by the Bishops. I should 
have mentioned; that when the Pope entered 
the whole assembly rose, and remained stand- 
ing till he was seated. Now the Cardinals 
rose, followed each other in single file, ac-

then incense was burnt in a censer before the 
altar and before his Holiness ; then 4a little 
more of the service was read, then the ashes 
were presented to’ the Pape on a large silver 
dish, by an attendant, who kneeled. several 
times, and was blessed by his Holiness. 
Then a Cardinal took off the mitre from the 
Pope’s head, while another sprinkled the least 
possible —— of the ashes upon his crown, 
then his Holiness tied round his waist a towel 
of the finest white cambric; then with the 
thumb and fore finger of his delicate right 
hapd, adorned with a most superb diamond 
ring, he took of the ashes and sprinkled it 
upon the heads of the Cardinals, Bishops, and 
a few others, as in.due order they kneeled 
before him. Then the towel was carefully 
untied, a golden wash basin was presented, 
and a golden pitcher with water to wash the 
Pope’s hands ; then a discourse was deliver- 
ed, setting forth the propriety of this very hu- 
miliating ordinance, and lauding the exce}- 
lence of the mother church, to which the Pope 
and Cardinals of course listened with the ut- 
most complacency. Then more of the ser- 
vice was read, partly by the Pope, and partly 
by his Secretary or Prine Minister, Cardinal 
Gonsalvi: then the choir accompanied by the 
organ, chanted an anthem; then the sacred 
embrace was imparted from the Pope to the 
Cardinal next on his night, and from him pas- 
sed to the next neighbour, and so round the 
whole circle of dignitaries. ‘Then all the 
clergy marched up in order and kissed the 
Pope’s foot , then after some more chanting, 
and kneelings, and burning of incense, and a 
thousand mummeries which I could not de- 
scribe, even if I could recollect them, the 
Pope retired, and the assembly was dismissed 
having been detained more than three hours. 
The whole appeared to me the most per- 
fect farce of mockery that I have ever seen. 
Yet this is far from being one of the most ri 
diculous of the Roman ceremonies. Most of 
their religion is made up of them. It is a re- 
ligion of outward show, in which the heart is 
not touched except for perverting purposes. 
Oh, it is sickening to see such corruptions of 
the pure gospel ! And all this: monstrous 
abuse may be clearly traced to this single 
source, that of making human additions to di- 
vine Revelation. Oh, that every church mighit 
be purged from all such corruptions !
